covered ih at a falling jet of w ater or 
a flame of gas burning in a room repro­ 
duces every word spoken and every 
sound uttered within a given distance. 
W hen two people join iu conversation iu 
a room in the evening th e gas which 
burns above their heads repeats every 
word they say, and sounds uttered in 
tbe vicinity of flowing water produces 
vibrations. 
To a reporter of a local paper Profes­ 
sor Boll showed a glaas disk, upou which 
appeared a spiral streak composed of 
tiny little shade lines, placed together 
or farther ap art to mako up the vuriaiien 
of intensity. The surface was one of do- 
iressiuu a n d elevation. 
This, Professor

grouud, th a t w.itor c-xi be made to re­ 
port the conversation taking place in its 
presence, aud a eli-eaio register every 
souud w ithin bearing of it. 
The g reat object of the inventors waa 
to record by photography or otherwise 
tb e vibrations iu the jet of water which 
correspond to th e sound waves; the re­ 
sult of words spoken iu the vicinity; lo 
keep the voice on record, bottled up, aa 
it were, for any length of time, aud 
tbeu wliou called upou to let the record 
speak. 
T his, Mr. Bell says, has beeu 
soootnplished.

be, is colored with bichromate of poiush. 
If it were perfectly clear it would not 
answer, beoausu the light useu in photo­ 
graphing would pass through without 
resistance and no record would be mode 
on Ihe tablet. 
Tho wuter is colored for 
botugraphiug, and the jet is made to 
‘all obliquely ou a glass plute. The w ater 
ipreads itself on ihe glass plate uud runs 
off. I t is th e water so spread out that i* to 
be photographed as it passes. 
W ords 
;en canse the jet of water to vibrate, 
vibrations in the jet cause correspond­ 
ing vibrations in tbe i lm of water as it 
breaks and spreads on the glass pis te and 
runs i IT. A ray of light is passed tbrougli 
th a t film and through the glass plateto a 
sensitive tablet behind. 
T he sensitive 
tablet receives the impression of every 
vibration while the speaking continúes, 
the jet keeps running, tbe Aim keeps 
possiog uvwr th e plate, th e recording 
tablet keeps moving, and the light pass­ 
ing through the film to tbe tablet makes 
a record ot tbe speech far more accur&to 
iban auy verbatim report.
